SEVEN 1 EENTH DAY. 


RALEIGH, Sept. 24th, 

The Convention met at 10 o'clock, 
President Kansom in the chair. 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Hassell. 

Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 

Mr. Reid, from Committee on Ex- 
ecutive Department, reported a bill 
authorizing the General Assembly to 
exercise the right of pardon in cases 
of impeachment, but such pardon 
shall not be extended until 5 years 
aftersuch impeachment and shall 
not restore such person to the office 
from which he may have been de- 
posed. It also provides for the abol- 
ishiment of the offiice of Lieut. Gov- 
ernor and reduces the terms of all 
Executive officers to two years. 

Mr. Munden, from the same Com.- 
mittee, submitted a minority report 
opposing the proposition of the ma- 
jority to abolish the office of Lieuten- 
ant Governor and the reduction of 
the terms of office. 

Mr. Clingman, from the Commit- 
tee on Legislative Depariment, and 
Mr. Bevnett, from the Legislative 
Department, submitted reports.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

The question of the removal of W. 
W. Holden’s disabilities came up as 
unfinished business. 

The question reeurring upon the 
previous question called by Mr. Jar- 
vis, the call was not sustained. 

The question recurred upon the 
adoption of the substitute of Mr. 
Avery and his motion to recommit. 

Mr. Turner stated that he would 
like to close the debate, alilough that 
debate, under general parliameutary 
rules, had been accorded to the 
mover, the gentleman from Wake. 

Mr. Badger, rep., took the floor and 
briefly stated that he had nothing to 
add to the reinarks he made on Wed- 
nesday, and having so promised the 
frieuds upon the other side of the 
house, he moved the previous ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Avery asked to withdraw his 
substitute, and his motion to recum- 
mit, which substitute was covered by 
the bill reported this morning from 
the Committee on the Legisiative De- 
partment. 

Mr. Tourgee objec’ ed, claiming the 
gentleman had no right to withdraw 
his substitute, it being the property of 
the house. 

The President decided that Mr. 
Avery hadaright to withdraw his 
substitute, the same not having been 
acted upon. 

From this decision Mr. Tourgee ap- 
pealed, which appeal was lost by a 
vote of 91 to 15. 

Mr. Badger stated that he had call- 
ed the previous question against his 
wishes, and seeing that parties on 
both sides were disposed to continue 
the debate, he withdrew the motion 
for the previous question. 

Mr. Jarvis renewed the motion, 
but not persisting in this motion. 

Mr. Turner, dem., took the floor in 
opposition to the passage of the bill 
to remove Holden’s disabilities, and 
spoke at some length upon the mer- 
itsof the question, reviewing theacts 
of the Holden administration. 

During Mr. Turner’s remarks Mr. 
Faircloth, by permission, stated that 
as amember of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee he was not present when the 
Committee consulted on this ordi- 
nance and that he did not concur 
with the majority of the Committee, 
He, however, makes no complaint 
against the Committee. He only 
wished te exclude a conclusion. 


Mr. Morehead moved the previous 
question, which call was sustained.

| The Question of the Removal of W. 
W. Holdea’s Disabilities. 


Pending the consideration of the 
question on Thursday of the removal 
of the disabilities of W. W. Holden, 
Mr. M. L. MeCorkle, delegate from 
Catawba, said: 

Mr. President: I do not propose to 
discuss the question before the Con- 
vention in any other than in a legal 
and Constitutional point of view. I 
will not go behind the judgment of 
impeachment to enquire whether the 
sentence was just or unjust, por will 
I attempt to speak of the enormity 
of the crime with which the subject 
under consideration was charged. I 
will leave that to those who are bet- 
ter acquainted with the history of 
those terrible times, and the walk 
aud conversation of him who asks 
for amnesty and pard%n. I will not 
go behind the record. We are estopped 
from denyiug thetruth of the charge. 

The Legislature of North Carolina, 
at ita sessions of 1874-’75, passed an 
act, by the requisite majority, calling 
this Convention together, and de- 
clared that we should not any 
ordinance of a “legislative charac- 
ter. 

By the Constitution of this State, 
all power to pass laws—not fun- 
damental—is vested in the General 
Assembly—composed of a Senate, 
and House of Representatives. When 
the Legislature gave this call, fer a 
Convention, it,expressly reserved 
the power of legislation. This act 
was Iaid before the people, and they 
ratified it, by choosing delegates un- 
der it. They sanctioned this reserv- 
ation of power. It then became the 
act of the people, and such a Conven- 
tion as it proposed to call and no 
other, is here to-day. And that act 
so sauctioned and ratified, is our 
power of Attorney. 

And if we transcend the limits 
prescribed by this act, we are not the 
Convention called by the people; but 
a self constituted body. 

No power can take this right to 

ass laws from the General Assem- 
bly but the people themselves. 

rhe delegates elected to this Con- 
vention cannot doit. They are not 
the people. They are representatives, 
who under this act only have power 
to propose amendments or revise the 
Constitution, and then submit it to 
the people for ratification or rejection. 
We only have power to prepare, and 
discusss the proposed alterations, and 
submit them to the people—because 
there is no other mode by which their 
will can be obtained—excepting in 
usking it upon the single point of 
useent or disapproval, 

Aud no Convention, unless speci- 
ally clothed with power for that pur- 
pose by the people when choosing 
them, can rightfully take definitive 
action upon amendments, revision or 
ordinances. They must submit the 
result of their deliberations to the 
people, who alone are competent to 
exercise the powers of sovereignty in 
framipg the fundamental law, for 
ratification or rejection. This Con- 
vention is the representative of sov- 
ereignty only in a very qualified 
sense. aud for the specific purpose, 
and witb restricted authority to put 
in proper form the questions of 
amendments, upon which the ple 
are to pass; but the changes in the 
fundamental Jaw must be enacted by 
the people themselves. And every 
Conyention that has ever been held 
by the people of avy State or of the 
United States, where they transcend- 
ed the boundaries prescribed by jaw, 
was justified only upon the grounds 
of necessity, which knows no law. 
The wisest jurist in the Convention 
of 1757, assembled to amend the Con- 
stitution of the United States, justi- 
fied their transeending their limits 
upon this ground alone. 

The ordinance proposed by the del- 
egate from Wake, Mr. Badger, for the 
removai of the disabilities of ex-Gov. 
Holden, is legislative in its character 
--being special legislation—for the 
benefit of one man—is prohibited by 
the act calling this Convention, and 
therefore cannot give the relief de- 
mauded, 

The Legislature of North Carolina 
more Dearly represents the sovereign 
will than any other bods this 
State, and it alone has power to grant 
amnesty and pardon tor all offences 
committed against the State. It has 
power to pass all laws, for all purpo- 
ses of civil government. It has the 
power to exercise the right of emi-” 
nent domain. It has power to do 
everything not prohibited by the Con- 
stitution of the United States or the 
State of North Carolinaof a legisia- 
tive character. 

Our forefathers, strongly impressed 
with this notion in 1783, after the 
Revolutionary War, desiring that 
uce and concord should prevail 
all over the State, passed an act gran- 
ting amuesty and pardon to all pers 
sous,with a few exceptions, who had 
been guilty of any offence against the 
laws of North Carolina. The Legisla- 
ture of 1867 passed a similar act, 
granting amnesty and pardon to all 
persons who had been guilty of any 
offences during this late war under 
any military authority of ‘he 
United or Confederate States. 

This act has been recognized as 
valid by our Supreme Court in the 
ewe of the State vs. Blalock anda 
number of others besides 

But it may be said that the Legis- 
lature bas no power in this ease, be- 
cause in 37 sec. of the Bill of Rights 
itis laid down “that the enumera- 
tion of rights shall not be construed 
to impair or deny others retained by 
the people; and all power not herein 
d-legated remain with the people.” 

This section is unmeaning, when 
on consider that the government of 
the State is not one of delegated pow- 
ers, but primary and original. It 
alone applies to the government of 
the United States, which is one of 
delegated powers. “All power not 
delegated to the United States is re- 
served to the States or the people of 
the States. Every grant of power to 
supply evsry expedient is giveu by 
the Sovereign to one of the five 
agencies that she employs for the car- 
rving on of the government—the 
Electors, the Convention, the Judi- 
cial and Executive departments, or 
the Legislature. 

This power to grant amnesty and 
pardon is not given to the electors, 
nor to the Judicial or Executive de- 
partments, nor to the Convention 
which ranks second to the Legisla- 
ture, being able to do nothing final 
except such things as are incident to 
its very existence. 

Then this power must reside some- 
where. If it does not, it was never 
contemplated that any man that was 
ever impeached should ever be par- 
doned. The Parliament of Great 
Britain bas power to grant amnesty 


of this State, of a legislative charac- 


ter, It can and does’ exercise 
sovereign powers granting 
amnesty and pardon aud exercising 
the right of eminent domain which 
is no where found in our present Con- 
stitution. It has exercised these 
powers in govornig amnesty and 
pardon, for all political offences and 
crime; committed against the State, 
being necessary to supply every ex- 
pedient that the well being of the 
State demanded. From all that I 
have been able to learn of Constitu- 
tional law—the power of Conven- 
tions has been overestimated in 
North Carolina in many instances, so 
much so that in many cases they 
haye taken definitive action in pass- 
ing laws of the most ordinary char- 
ucter. It is contended by some that 
cop ventions without restrictions have 
power to make constitution and they 
will be bindingupon the people with- 
out submitting their action to them, 
but it is not so held by ablest authors 
on constitutional law; then it follows 
that this body has not the power to 
vass the ordinance introduced by the 
delegate from Wake, to remoye the 
disabilities of Gov. Holden. But if it 
is true as contended by the delegate 
who introduced the ordinance that 
the General Assembly bas not the 
powerand it is desirable’ thatit 
should bedoue, the only way left is 
for this body to pass an ordinance 
authorising ove of this five agencies 
of the soverigt. to grant amnesty in 
cases like the present ifin its wisdom 
it should see proper and then submit 
that ordinance to the people for rati- 
fication or rejection, then the ap- 
peals for mercy can be heard and 
parden may be found. 


While the vote was being taken 
yesterday upon the passage of the 
ordinance on its seeond reading, Mr. 
Shepherd, the delegate from Beau- 
fot, said in explanation of his vote 
that he was entirely satisfied with the 
report of the Judiciary Committee; 
that he was a member of that Com- 
mittee and had heard no argument 
which convinced him that the report 
of that Committee was wrong and 
that this Convention had the power 
to vote for the resolution under con- 
sideration. Hewould have beeu con- 
tent to have remained silent in hi# 
seat and yoted “no,” hal it not been 
for the intimation made on the other 
side of this house that we were trying 
to conceal our real opinions behind a 
‘*mere technicality.’’ He was sorry 
that such an imputation had been 
made, but since he had been chal- 
lenged to express bis opinion, he had 
no hesitation in responding to the 
invitation. The people of the coun- 
ties of Beaufort and Pamlico, which 
he had the honor to represent on 
this floor, were honest in their 
opinions, and were not ashamed 
to have them expressed here 
or any where else. He was satisfied 
that he had reflected the sentiments 
ef his people when he declared that 
had he power to remove the disabil- 
ities of ex-Gov. Holden he would 
vote against il. He felt that it was 
difficult toresist the appeals of mercy, 
but held that such appeals should 
always be accompanied with an as- 
surance of repentence, surely with 
an admission of error, one of the ad- 
vocates of Gov. Holden had sought 
to justify the offence of which the 
most august tribunal in this State, 
irrespective of party, had adjudged 
him quietly, and he Mr. &. was not 
willingSto reverence the judgment 
ofthat high court when the offender 


through the advocate on this floor 
sought to justify him in the crime of 
which he had been connected. He 
voted ‘‘no.”’

THE ROBESON COUNTY ELEC- 
TION CASF. 

The course pursued by Messis. 
Norment and MeNeil, under the ad- 
vice, we suppose, of their party 
friends, with regard to the Robeson 
county election case, is without par- 
allel in the annals of this State. 
The question as to who are entitied 
to seats in the Convention is by law 
and all precedents to be tried by 
the Convention alone. Notwith- 
standing this the Radicals hurned 
their case before a Judge of the Sa- 
preme Court, evidently relying on 
his devotion to party rather than on 
his adherence to law; but Judge 
Settle disappointed their expecta- 
tions and dismissed their ground- 
less action; Had Judge Settle been 
Democratic in politics we would 
doubtless have heard him charged 
by the Radicals with having render- 
ed an unjust judgment—bnt as he 
was of the faithful, they submntted 
quietly to his decision. 

Foiled unexpectedly in this move, 
they soon determined on another 
equally extraordinary. 

It was the duty of the County 
Commissioners to ascertain who re- 
ceived a majority of the votes cast 
at the election—and to certify the 
result to the Sheriff, who was re- 
quired by law to give a certificate 
of election to the members elect. 
The certificate of election to a legis- 
lative body always eutitles the per- 
son receiving it to be sworn in asa 
member ; it is prima facie evidence 
of his election ;_ that is, it fully es- 
tablishes that the person holding it | 
has received a majority of the votes, 
until legal evidence is introduced 
absolutely negativing that conclu- 
sion. The Commissioners found 
that Sinclair and McEachin received 
a majority of the votes, and the 
Sheriff gave them the certificates. 
These gentlemen were then entitled 
to be sworn in as members of the 
Convention. But in the teeth of all 
precedents, the Radicals determined 
to have Norment and McNeil seated 
in the Convention, notwithstanding 
the other candidates had received 
the certificates. The Convention 
was to be sworn in by Jndge Settle, 
and they calculated largely on his 
partizanship. Armed with a paper 
signed by some person or other, said 
to be the Register of Robeson coun- 
ty, Norment and McNeil presented 
themselves in the Convention and 
demanded to be sworn in. Judge 
Settle said in effect, that the paper 
was not a certificate of election, and 
was worthless ; and without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation be swore in the 
Democrats. Thus again were they 
unexpectedly defeated in their ille- 
gal and high-handed measures. 
Again were they disappointed in re- 
lying on Judge Settle’s partisan 
feelings. Had Jadge Settle been a 
Democrat, they would doubtless 
have-clamored and raged furiously 
against him for his unjust judy- 
ment—but he was of the faithful, 
and although sorely disgruntled, 
Messrs. Norment and McNeil and 
their Radical advisors had to bear 
silently and submissively the wonnds 
received at the hands of their party 
friend. 

Eventually, in due season, the 
matter of the election was referred 
to the proper tribunal—to the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections 
of the Convention, But Messrs. | 
Norment and McNeil failing to pro- 


| 


election, and their assertion of that 
fact being denied by the sitting 
members, here again they met with 
distress and defeat, but this being 
at the bands of the Democratic ma- 
jority of that Committee, the Radi- 
cals are no longer debarred the 
sweet consolation of erying unjust 
judgment. We expect them now to 
clamor and howl—but their clamor 
will no more move the Democrats to 
commit a wrong than their appeals 
to Judge Settle’s partisan feelings 
induced him to violate the law. 
Their blandishments and acts were 
lost on the Republican Jadge ; their 
clamor and rage will not be heeded 
by the Democrats who dare to do 
right with a firmness equal at least 
to that displayed by Judge Settle 


under similar circumstances. 


When the Robeson contested elec: 
tion case was referred to the com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, 
we heard much of Norment and Me- 
Neil’s certificate. hat commitee 
having made its report we are now 
informed of the contents of that 
paper so persistently spoken of as a 
certificate of election, It is a paper 
signed by the Register of Deeds of 
Robeson county and under bis seal, 
and purports to contain copies of the 
election returns. This is the fam- 
ous certificate. Ii is a worthless 
paper. It has no foree in law for 
any purpose. It is not evidence of 
any mutter or fact stated in it. Dr. 
Norment may as well have left it at 
home, so far as it has any connexion 
with bis ease before the Convention 
—especially as the matters stated in 
it are controverted by Sinclair and 
MeEachin. 


The majority report in the Robe- 
son election case is a well consider- 
ed paper; it presents the points 
made before the committee by the 
contestants and the sitting members, 
in a clear and logical manner. The 
conelusion reached by the majority 
of the committee is so eminently Just 
and proper, that it cannot fail to re- 
ceive the approbation of ail honest 
minds. ‘They report that the pro- 
visions of law relative to contesting 
seats in the legislature are not ap- 
plicable to this ease; and in this we 
understand the minority of the com- 
mittee, (republicans) to agree with 
In jact, ifit were so, there

could be no contest, 
would not then have given the re- 
quired notice. They further say that 
while Norment and MeNeil claim 
they got a maiority of the votes at 
the polls, this is denied by Sinclair 
and McEachin who aver that they 
received a majority of the lawful 
votes east. 

They state thatthe proper subject 
of enquiry is who did get the maj- 
oritv of the votes: but that there 
are no rules or reguiations or pro- 
visions of law by which they can 
proceed in the investigation of this 
question. 

In both these propositions we en- 
tirely concur with the committee. 

It is a majority of the legal votes 
that elects : without receiving such 
majority a person cannot be elected. 

The point to be decided in all 
election cases is, who got the maj- 
orily of legal votes : to make a case 
turn on any other issue would be 
folly, because it is the expression of 
the popular will at the polls that 


alone gives a person a right to re- | 


present the people. 

T he members already seated have 
certificates which are prima facie 
evidence of their election, and the 
contestants have not produced any 
evidence before the committee. The 
paper they presented to Jadge Set- 
tie, when the House was being or- 
ganized, Judge Settle would not 
consider, and the committee could 
not consider it. It is not evidence. 
The case then stands to-day just like 
it didwhen Judge Settle swore in 
Sinclair and McEachin. 

The committee recommends tbat 
the Convention pass some régula- 
tions to govern the committee in 
waking the investigation and em- 
power them to send for papers and 
witnesses and to administer oaths. 
T he necessity of this is apparent, for 
otherwise how could the committee 
proceed with the investigation ? 
They have no such power conferred 
on them now by law. They say 
there are great informalities in the 
notice and answer filed before them 
by the parties to the contest, but 
they recommend that these inform- 
alities be overlooked and _ technical- 
ities be disregarded, so that fair 
play and even-handed justice may 
be done in the matter. This is what 
we expected from the high charact- 
er of the gentlemen making this re- 
port; however much they may be 
attached to party, they propose in 
this matter to hold the seales of justice 
with an even-hand. They do not 
forget that'they are acting as judges, 
and not mere party-men. We 
gather from the report that Sinclair 
and McEachiu claio that there were

The recommendation of the Con- 
servativeson the committee are more 
favorable to Norment and MeNeil 
than it might have been, had they 
been disposed to be captious and 
illiberal. If the committee had in- 
sisted on applying the law touching 
contests in the Legislature, to this 
case, then the contest would now 
be ended, for legal notice would not 
have been given. If they had not 
been disposed to pass over techimi- 
ealities, the case of the contestants 
would bave to be dismissed, because 
of the informalities in their notice of 
contest. 

And if the committee were opposed 
to au investigation, they might well 
have reported to the Convention, 
that Messrs. Norment and McNeil 
not having brought before them any 
evidence that could be received sub- 
stantianting their claim, this exse 
falls to the ground for want of proof, 
and the sitting members must retain 
their seats under their certificates of 
election. But not so: the commit- 
tee earnest!y desiring that right 
shall prevail, have laid the whole 
matter before the Convention, and 
have reconumended that ample time 
be given to both sides to bring all 
the evidence they can to settle the

Ohapel Hill last week at the re- 
pening of the University, and writes 
a most interesting letter to his paper 
from that point, from which we make 
the following extracts, regretting

The reopening of the University 
has brought abeut very marked 
changes in the appearance of things 
in this place. The repairs to the Pro- 
fescors houses alone, are not Incon- 
siderable ; new porches, snd new 
fences, and new paint, make the old 
places look both bandsome and in- 
viting. The hotel property has been 
very much improved, and presents a 
very attractive front ; and there, too, 
is the smel! of fresh paint. ‘The Col- 
leve grounds were never handsomer ; 
the walks are being carefully atten- 
ced to,and the lawns and groves, 
now no longer neglected, are free 
from trash and brush and weeds, The 
buildings are being coated witha 
wash or paint, of a light straw color, 
that with the darker colorof the 
facings of the windowsand doors 
mukes a beautiful contrast “ * * 
Of covrse, the great amount of work 
that has been done here has cost acor- 
responding amountof money. The 
college grounds and buildiougs will 
now compare favorably with those of 
any similar institution in the coun- 
try. Mr. Andrew Mickle, the Bursar 
of the University, has bad the imme- 
diate charge of the work. Every~ 
thing, however, has been under the 
control and direction of Mr. Paul C, 
Cameron, of Hillsboro, the chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trustees, who las from time 
to time, whenever occasion demand- 
ed, given the place his personal at- 
tention. The University has been 
truly fortunate in,its triends, nor 
have they been found among hersons 
alone, And of both of these facts, a 
striking illustration is to be found in 
Mr. Cameron, He never spent an 
hourin this place as a student, and 
yet noman in all the State has con- 
tributed to its revival more liberally 
of his means, Noone has given tort 
so much of his time, and most valua- 
ble time too, because of his great 
practical Kuowledve and experience, 
nor has any ohne given more anxious 
theught and study,not only ia devis- 
ing the material ways and means for 
the supportof the University, but to 
ihe selection of a faculty, to the prop- 
er regulations for the maintainance 
o. its discipline, and to the arrange- 


ment of its various eourses of 
study. Upon all of which = sub- 
jects his) familiar acqtuai itance 


with the workings of other insti- 
tutions of learning has enabled 
him tobe of the greatest service to 
the Board of Trustees.

* © * Prof. Kimberly moves about 
with the same quick active step that 
he had when | last saw him, nine 
years ago. Nor has his eye grown 
dim. noris his spirit less buoyant. 
ile has returned to the scene of his 
former lubors with all the zealand 
ardor of the most youthful devotee of 
science, He fully appreciates the im- 
portance of the Agricultural Depart- 
mentto which he has been called, 
andis determined that the very 
liighest expectations that may have 
been formed in regard to it, shall be 
more than relized, * * ** The accome- 
plished DoBernere Hooper, once 
before a professor in the University 
is also bere, and he, too, manifests 
the same determination that the in- 
stitution must and shall be a suc- 
Cess, 

The other professors, Messrs. Man- 
gum, Redd, Graves and Winston are 
allat their posts, and hard at work. 
These gentlemen, unlike their col- 
leagues, have their reputations as 
professors yet to make. That they 
will be speedity made, and enviable 
when made, I have no doubt. Thus 
far, everything goes to show the wis- 
dom of the Trustee in the selection of 
the Faculty. 

And the number and character, and 
deportmentof the students give hope- 
ful augury of success. Their number 
is far greater thai even the most 
sanguine had expected, and the same 
bay be sant of their character and 
deportment. They have gone seri- 
ously and earnestly to work in the 
lischarge of their Society duties. In 
this matter, as to those who have 
joined the Philanthropie Society, I 
speak from knowledge, as to those 
who joined the Dialectie Society, T 
speak, of course, only from hearsay. 
Theonly members of both these time- 
honored Societies may rest assured 
that the young gentlemen now here, 
will do them no discredit. 

In this hopeful report of the pros- 
pects of the University, I have not 
consciously permittee my zeul tooute 
strip my judgment. So far as I have 
spoken, I have not said a word of the 
truth of which my visit here has not 
furnished ample proof; nor have I 
withheld any statement that would 
change the favorable impression 
made upon all who have beeu here 
with me.
